ORDINANCES REPEALED. 



High Pi ices of Meats Cause 
Council to Pass Relief 
Measures. 



The City Council held a called 
session Saturday night to discuss 
same matters in advance of the com- 
ing meeting Friday night, when the 
Cumberland Telephone franchise 
matters will be made a special order 
and other important business will 
come up. The called meeting was 
attended by all of the members ex- 
cept ouncilman Davis, who was in 
Lexington. 

Two ordinances passed a year or 
two ago were repealed. One of 
these was known as the "meat ordi- 
nance," which imposed a license of 
$25 on peddlers of fresh meats from 
wagons. The other was known as 
the "huckster ordinance," and im- 
posed a license of $10 on peddlers of 
"vegetables, fruit, poultry, butter 
eggs and other produce" except 
when grown by the seller. The ef- 
fect of the repeal of these ordi- 
nances is to give free trade to pro- 
duce of all kinds and hucksters can 
retail their marketing anywhere in 
the city, subject only to the usual 
inspections of the health officer. 
The action taken is expected to very 
materially aftect the living expenses 
of the people of the city, and also to 
be received with satisfaction by the 
country people. 

Several other important matters 
were discussed and placed in the 
hands of the proper committee. 

The 28 days required for the con- 
crete floor of the North Main Street 
bridge to "set", will expire next 
Saturday and a representative of 
the Vincennes Bridge Co., is expect- 
ed this week to meet with the bridge 
committee. The Kentucky Rock 
asphalt for street work will be ship- 
ped on the 20th.

REPORTED KILLING. 



Man Said 
Have Slain Two Negro 
Night Riders. 



Frankfort, Ky., May 8.— Infor- 
mation has reached the Adjutant 
General's office here that two ne- 
groes were shot and killed and a 
white man was badly wounded a few 
nights ago in Madison county be- 
tween Kirksville and Richmond by a 

11 known tobacco grower, whose 
property was threatened with de- 
struction in the event of his refusal 
to grow a crop this year. 

The information came direct to 
Col. E. W. Lillard, who has charge 
of the State troops in this section, 
with headquarters in Cynthiana. 

Masked Men Call. 

Col. Lillard's informant said that 
a half dozen masked men called on 
the tobacco grower late at night and 
made a peremptory demand on him 
to destroy his plants bed. 

Upon his refusal to do their bid- 
ding they started to scrape a large 
bed of young tobacco plants when 
he repaired to the house and return- 
ed with a shot gun. 

Kills Two of Them. 

Opening fire on the marauders, he 
killed two of them and shot a third 
man's arm off. The latter is said to 
be a prominent citizen of the county. 

According to Col. Lillard's inform- 
ant; the occurrence is said to have 
been rigidly suppressed, although 
the informant volunteered to give 
names of the parties concerned ' 
in the affair for investigation by the 
Adjutant General's department.

Laporte, Ind., May 6.— New hor- 
ror was added to the Gunnesa mur- 
der today when another mutilated 
body was unearthed on the farm ad- 
joining the ruins of the "house of 
horror," in which a woman and three 
children were burned to death on 
April 27, making eight since the 
search started yesterday morning, or 
16 mysterious deaths in the case. 
This makes the Gunness farm grave- 
yard for murder victims without a 
numerical equal in the history of 
America. The search continues. The 
postmaster this afternoon asserted 
that Mrs. Gunness was a Bluebeard 
in skirts, and that she received at 
least ten letters every day for yeara 
from all parts of the country in an- 
swer to matrimonial bureau adver- 
tisements. 

There developed today the theory 
that Mrs. GunneaB did not die in the 
fire which destroyed her home on 
the night of April 27 and that she is 
still alive and in hiding, probably in 
Chicago. 

This theory is strengthened by the 
fact that the head of the body of the 
woman found in the ruins of the 
Gunness home after the fire is still 
missing although every effort has 
been made by the authorities to lo 
:ate it, even to going through the 
charred timbers piece by piece. Un- 
less the head is found soon the offi- 
will make a post mortem exam- 
ination of the remains of Mrs. Gun- 
ess and subject them to a more care- 
ful analysis to learn whether or not 
the woman was herself killed in the 
fire or had substituted the remains 
of one of her female victims for her- 
self and then set fire to the house in 
order to cover up the crime. 

The headless body of Mrs. Gun- 
ness lies at the morgue, burned al- 
most to a crisp, but as yet no analy- 
sis of the stomach has been made 
Fishtrap Lake will be dragged for 
the missing head. 

It is pointed out as opposing the 
theory that Mrs. Gunness is alive, 
that the day before the Gunness 
home was burned, the woman depos- 
ited dollars in the State Bank 
here. She was worth about $20,0C0 
and her passion for money is given 
as the incentive for the crimes com- 
mitted. A theory that she might be 
alive includes the supposition that 
she feared Lamphere was about to 
expose her through jealousy.

BIG ATLANTA FIRE 



Started in Terminal Hotel, 
Burns Two Squares. 



Atlanta, Ga., May 8.— Two solid 
business blocks of Atlanta are in 
ruins to-day as a result of a fire 
which threatened for a time to carry 
its destruction through the business 
section of the city and perhaps wipe 
out the entire down-town district. 

The fire loss may be conservatively 
estimated at $1,500,000. The Ter- 
minal Hotel, one of the largest in 
the city, is a mass of bricks. It had 
on its register 200 guests when the 
fire started a block away. Every 
one escaped. Nearby were several 
other small hotels, but in these there 
was no loss of life. 

The fire started in the Schlessing- 
er-Meyer Baking Company. Madison 
and Nelson streets, at 3:30 o'clock 
this morning, and within a few min- 
utes the building was in flames.

Other Happenings In The 
Night Rider Trouble In 
Other Counties. 



Paduah, Ky.. May II.— After con- 
leasing to W. L. Krone, county at- 
torney of Lyon county, his connec- 
tion with the night-rider organiza- 
tion and making affidavit to the con- 
fession, Jodie Groce, a Paducah bar- 
ber, found two of the men he im- 
plicated in his confession sitting on 
the grand jury at Eddyville, and 
swore before that body that the con- 
fession was procured by force. 
Groce was a barber at Eddyville 
where the Police Judge, C. C. Ruck- 
er, and eleven others were whipped 
and after that raid he came to Pa- 
ducah. His alleged connection with 
the night riders was disclosed by S. 
L. Hall, of Lamasco, who joined the 
band to procure evidence against 
them. 

Groce made confession here last 
Friday and Mr. Krone says he has 
four witnesses to prove that Groce 
called him out of the barbershop to 
make the confession. He went to 
the station to meet Groce Saturday 
to take him to Lyon county and 
found him there in custody of the 
Deputy Sheriff, H. L. Coleman, on 
the old warrant issued by County 
Judge W. L. Crumbaugh.

Mr. Smith In Town. 

Commonwealth's Attorney Denny 
P. Smith stopped over in the city 
Saturday en route from Eddyville to 
Cadiz. He said the outlook fo» night 
rider indictments was not good and 
he did not think any indictments 
would be returned unless the pres- 
ent grand jury was discharged and 
another empaneled. 



Soldiers in Madison. 

Richmond, Ky., May 9.— Forty- 
four members of Company G.Second 
Kentucky State Militia, Danville, 
mounted and under command of 
Lieut. H. T. Smith, rode into this 
city this afternoon. 

Dth officers and privates refuse 
to give any intimations as to their 
mission, saying they are under secret 
orders. 

It is said they will investigate the 
reported killing of night riders in 
the county. 

Troops have not been ordered here 
by the sheriff or judge but the ap- 
pearance of soldiers did not cause 
them to be in the least indignant, 
and they will be gladly welcomed as 
long as they choose to stay. 



Regrets Soldiers' Action. 

Cadiz, Ky., May 9.— After a con- 
ference with the county officials this 
afternoon, Brig. Gen. Williams 
stated that he regretted very much 
the action of the soldiers in entering 
Trigg county and making four ar- 
rests; that he had issued positive or- 
ders to the soldiers to keep out of 
Trigg and not to make any arrests 
unless accompanied by the county 
officers or ordered to do so by him. 
He assured the Trigg county officials 
that the offiense would not be repeat- 
ed. The arrests were near the Lyon 
county line. 



Convicts Interviewed. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 11— Before 
leaving for the East, Gov. Willson 
went to the penitentiary and had a 
long interview with Gen. McCoy and 
John Quincy Adams, the men con- 
victed of night riding in Trigg coun- 
ty and brought here so that the Gov- 
ernor could talk to them about the 
night riders. It is not known what 
the Governor learned from the two 
men, but it is believed that he secur- 
ed information that will be valuable 
in running down the night riders in 
Trigg and Lyon counties.
